St. Petersburg. Feb. 24.— M. Jeletz, 
a military expert, who is to accompa

The result was a 
foregone conclusion, the interest in 
the matter being only in the diviaion 
of the vote on the Democratic side, 
! which was not known definitely until 
the roll was called, all the Republicans 
being for ratification. 
Fourteen Democrats voted for ratifi­ 
cation and fourteen against. 
Thq only 
other vote was on the amendment of­ 
fered by Senator Bacon providing for 
I an arrangement to com pensate Colum- 
j bia for loss of ihe territory of Panama 
This was rejected by a vote of 24 to 
49. 
Senators generally commend the 
managem ent of the treaty by Senator 
i Cullom, chairman of the com m ittee on 
foreign relations who has had charge 
; of 
the 
measure 
during 
both 
the 
! plain and stormy sailing. 
The vote 
was taken much earlier than was an­ 
ticipated at first when its opponents 
were 
vigorously 
trying 
to 
secure 
enough votes to prevent ratification, 
generally on the merits of the treaty 
The debate in executive session was 
with reference to the secret papers 
which were sent to the senate by the 
president. 
Senator Morgan made a 
set speech which occupied the greater 
part of the time. 
Senator Culberson 
made commenta on the secret corres­ 
pondence and asserted that It showed 
that the "reasonable tim e” referred to 
in the Spooner act was known to have 
expired, both for negotiating the Hay- 
Herran 
treaty 
and 
its 
ratification 
Senator Culberson read from a letter 
addressed to Dr. Albert Shaw by the 
j president dated Oct. 10. 1903, in which 
the president said he saw no hope for 
any negotiations with Columbia and 
that he would be delighted should a 
revolution occur on the isthmus. 


Preparations for Next Step. 
Everything is ready for the speedy 
consum m ation of the Panama canal 
treaty, and both the war and state de­ 
partm ents have made preparations for 
the next step, the former by the dis­ 
patch of tnx>ps to the isthm us and 
the latter by the completion of ar­ 
rangem ents for the exchange of ratifi­ 
cations of the treaty which must take 
place in W ashington. 
There is no 
reason why this cerem ony should not 
occur 
within 
the 
next 
forty-eight 
hours. 
M. Bunau-Varilla, the m inister 
from Panama, called at the state de­ 
partment in relation to this matter 
and very soon after he has made the 
exchange of treaties will lay down his 
m ission, according to notice he has 
already given. His successor as m inis­ 
ter here will probably be Pablo Arosa- 
mena. the present head of the consti­ 
tutional convention and father of the 
secretary of the Panama legation here. 
Mr. Arosamena is described as a law­ 
yer of ability and a man of means. 
The adm inistration intends to press 
the canal project by all proper meth 
ods. 
As a cabinet officer expressed it 
the next step after the appointment 
of the com m ission will be “to scratch 
dirt,' 
and already such members of 
the com m ission as are assured of their 
places, like Admiral W alker and Major 
General D avis have been giving some 
attention to the provision of the cler­ 
ical force and the engagem ent of en­ 
gineering talent to conduct the actual 
work of canal digging. 


To Provide the Way. 
Senator Kittredge, of South Dakota, 
a member of the interoceanic canal 
com m ittee, after the ratification of 
the canal treaty introduced a bill to 
provide for the temporary governm ent 
of the Panama canal territory and 
the protection or the canal works and 
for other purposes connected with the 
construction of the canal. 
The bill 
was referred to the com m ittee of inter­ 
oceanic canals of which the late Sen­ 
ator Hanna was chairman. 
The filling 
of the vacancy has caused consider­ 
able discussion and it virtually has 
been desided to leave it unfilled for 
the present. 
Senator Platt, of New 
York, will be the acting chairman.

MU8 T A B ID E C O NSEQ UEN CES 


Person Accepting a Pass Cannot Re­ 
pudiate Its Conditions. 


W ashington, Feb. 24.— The quesUon 
as to whether a passenger on a rail­ 
road train, riding on a free pass who 
losses his life on -ccount of an act of 
carelessness on the part of the rail­ 
road company, stands on the sam e 
footing as that passenger who pays 
his fare, has been decided by the 
United States supreme court against 
the free passenger. The case in which 
the opinion was rendered was that of 
the Northern Pacific Railway company 
vs. Louise H. Adams and Frank H. 
Adams, heirs of Jay H. Adams, an at­ 
torney at-law of Spokane. W ash., in 
1898. 
Mr. Adams was riding on a pass 
which contained a stipulation exem pt­ 
ing the railroad company from liabili­ 
ty in case of accident. 
The federal 
court for the district of W ashington 
state awarded dam ages to the extent 
of $14.000 and the circuit court of 
appeals for the Ninth circuit affirmed 
this judgm ent. 
The opinion of the 
supreme court was handed down by 
Justice Brewer and reversed the lower 
courts. 
The suprem e court held that 
there could be no higher, measure of 
duty to the heirs than to Adams him ­ 
self and that there is nothing in public 
policy to prevent a contract between 
a common carrier and a free passen­ 
ger exem pting the carrier from liabili­ 
ty In case of accident. 
The company, 
it is said, waived its right to exact 
com pensation from Adams. 
He was 
not in the power of the company and 
obliged to accept its tern s. 
He freely 
and voluntarily cnose to accept the 
privilege offered and having accepted 
that privilege the r >urt 
aid, cannot 
repudiate its conditions.
